Proceeding’ with his address at La- 
combe, Mr. Bennett seemed to strike 
a responsive chord, in his audience 
when he referred to pleasant recollec- 
tions he had of the old defunct co-oper- 
ative association in Lacombe, His 
friend: Urquhart had gone to B.C., and 
with him he supposed that the last 
‘véstige of free trade had gone. Under 
such circumstances, it probably was 
not to be wondered at. that the Liber- 
als had gone to B.C. to get a candi- 
date. It would be rather difficult for 
him to do justice to an Alberta con.

pitals, 108,000 sick* and wounded were 
handled at a cost of $102,000,000. Fifty 
thousend of these men have been giv- 
en’ vocational training. $85,000,000 
have been spent in establishing re- 
turned men on the land. All this the 
government has done in the name of 
the Canadian people. 


For the assistance of ependents, 
widows and orphans anada has 
granted pensions greater than any 


nation except the United States and 
- equal to the United States. 

127,000 men, women and children 
have been beneficiaries. This year 
the pensions will run into $30,000,000. 

Some advised that period of demob- 
flization be prolonged to facilitate the 
readjustment to civil life.

§164,000,000 was paid out in gratuities.

Best thought a road should be 
made to the Isolation Hospital, so 
that ambulances could drive up to it. 
There was not even, he understood, a 
good clean path to it. 

Commissioner Stephenson gave a 
report of his trip to the Municipal 
Convention at Calgary. There were a , 
large number of secretaries present, 
and the branch established by them, 
he thought, would be of great benefit 
to the province. He thought the 
resolutions were the best that have 
been presented to the Union for years 
and they were nearly all bearing on 
finance. 

Ald. Broughton spoke of the in- 
erease of taxes for school purposes. 

Commissioner Stephenson pointed 
out that for the past five years the 
municipal taxes were practically 
stationary while school taxes have 
doubled. This was a condition which 
existed throughout the entire west. 

The mayor gave a description of his 
trip to the east. He first visited Win- 
nipeg and called on Osler, Hammond 
& Nanton regarding the transfer of 
their property to the city. The visit 
was very satisfactory. He also visit- 
ed the Imperial Bank head officials in 
the interest of the city at Toronto and 
was courteously received.

“As a result of that talk I looked 
the stock over this year from a differ- 
ent angle. Watched for things I'd not 
watched for previously. Found it in- 
teresting. Am going home with a new 
lesson in my old head. Heretofore, 
you know, I've looked the stock over 
for points, dug into the feed and gen- 
eral development methods a bit. and 
let it go at that. This time I listed 
the breeders and asked intimate ques- 
tions about them. Didn’t find out 
everything, of course, but found out a 
lot. 


“Do you know, old man, that the big 
prize winners—4what you might call 
the sensational features of the whole 
show—were all bred and developed by 
methods seldom mentioned in the 
breeders’ journals? I found that in 
practically every instance ‘twas the 
human and humane touch—that some- 
thing not mentioned in the rules. or 
set forth in the texthooks—that 
brought*'’em out above and ahead of 
the others. And the breeder who 
didn’t have this something didn’t have 
the great animals. He may have had 
good animals, but not the ‘best, you 
understand, y 

“What is it? Well, I don't know. 
I can feel it, but I can’t tell it. Some 
folks might call it love. Others might 
call it fussiness. As near as I can put 
it into words, it is sympathetic care 
and understanding—a state of mind 
which, desiring certain growth and 
development and productiveness — in 
the animal, is responded to by the ani- 
mal asa result of demonstrations 
which the animal can comprehend. The 
machine-developed animal is never 
the great animal. The petted, fussed- 
over cow produces the most butter fat, 
and the petted, fussed-over horse wins 
the most races. We're coming to a 
new era in animal-breeding, I reckon. 
Rough and cruel methods of treating 
livestock are going out, because after 
a while the humane breeder is going 
to win all the prizes and get all the 
profits.”

HEAVY SENTENCE 
MAKES BANDITRY 
QUITE UNPOPULAR 


Action of Judge Cayley at Vancouver 
Is Strongly Supported. 
——S- 


(By H. P. Luce) , 
Vancouver, November 21.4-Although 
banditry continues to flourish in Van- 
couver, there is said to be some un- 
easiness in underworld circles as the 
result of the extremely severe sen- 


ence imposed by Judge Cayley on. 


Tom George, alias Tommy Gallo, . a 
Greek hold-up man, who has been sent 
to the penitentiary for seven years, 
and in addition will receive 30 lashes. 

Gallo was convicted, largely on cir- 
cumstantial evidence, of robbing a 
Hindu at the point of a gun, relieving 
his victim of $28. The Hindu identi- 
| fled, the bandit, but as the description 
j he had given the police was extremely 
vague, and his knowledge of English 
is decidedly limited, there is a belief 
in some quarters that Gallo was iden- 
tifled because he had ‘been arrested. 
The defense was an alibi, which the 
police broke dawn. 

Several well-known members of the 
tough element, who are strongly sus- 
pected of doing a little in the hold-up 
line on dark nights, were in court 
when the Greek was. sentenced and 
were dumbfounded at thé severity’ of 
the judge. The lashes, particularly, 
came as an unpleasant surprise. 


STRONGLY SUPPORTED 


Outside of the criminal classes, how- 
ever, Judge Cayley is strongly sup- 
ported for his action, it being recog- 
nized that this is the only way in 
which banditry can be suppressed. 
Gallo’s counsel was scathingly rebuk- 
ed by the bench for making a plea for 
mercy on behalf of his client, the 
judge remarking that more mercy is 
due to the public than men of Gallo’s 
type. 

J. Stein and Max Barzman, his clerk, 
were forced into a refrigerator by a 
hold-up man on Saturday evening, af- 
der they had been robbed of a gold 
watch and $4 in cash. They were re- 
leased after being in their chilly 
quarters for several hours. 

Except during the period of the 
races, the moral conditions of Van- 
couver this year have been satisfac- 
tory, according to the chief of police. 
who quoted elaborate statistics in a 
report to the board of commissioners, 
in answering vague charges that the 
number of delinquent girls in this city 
was on the increase. During the first 
eight months of this year there have 
been 635 drug cases brought to the 
attention of the pplice court.

DUTCH. VOTE NEW 
SUCCESSION 


Second Chamber Favors 
Barring Throne to Ger- 
man Prince 


Teaweess 


(By Leopold Aletrino) 

Amsterdam, Holland.—After an ex- 
citing and outspoken debate the sec- 
ond chamber has voted to pass a bill 
revising the constitutional stipulations 
with regard to the succession to the 
Duteh throne. The possibility of the 
succession of a German prince in the 
event of the death of Princess Juliana, 
the only child of Queen Wilhelmina, is 
eliminated. 

Pieter J. Proelstra, the socialist 
lender, argued for the republican sys- 
tem, declaring that the Orange dynasty 
had never been profitable to Holland. 
King William III, he said, would have 
been dismissed if he had been presi- 
dent of a republic. If the present 
dynasty became extinct, he added, the 
Dutch people must have an opportun- 
ity to choose between a monarchy and 
a republic. 

The royalist orators emphasized the 
great role which the house of Orange 
had played throughout hundreds of 
years and the attachment of the Dutch 
people to the dynasty. 

The bill passed limits the succession 
of the collateral relatives of Queen 
Wilhelmina toan uncle, aunt or cousin. 
If necessary a referendum will be 
taken on the question of preserving 
the monarchy or establishing a re- 
public.

ILLUSORY AND INADEQUATE 


We are supposed at this moment to 
be approaching the culmination of a 
great constructive movement of poli- 
tical evolution in Canada, says the 
Winnipeg Tribune. Tine Progressive 
movement, drawing its nourishment 
from roots deep in the hearts of the 
people, was to have ita fruits in a 
complete remodeling of the policy 
and administration of the country. 

Where are we in reality? Any move- 
ment such as the Progressive party is 
supposed to represent, produces lead- 
ers with an authentic message to the 
people, and a program of _ definite 
measures which these leaders tinge 
with glory and promise from the fire 
of their own enthusiasm. 

This Progressive movement has 
produced no such leaders. In its 
propganda Mr. Crerar stands alone, 
ang he has been borrowed from tra- 
ditional politics. The only gospel ‘he 
has to offer is a restatement of the 
time-worn economic dogmas of Rich- 
ard Cobden, with a reservation as to 
applying them in practice. He in- 
sists upon the fundamental morality 
of the Cobdenite rule of three, and the 
fundamental immorality of anything 
else, but he is willing to compound 
action with the weakness of human 
nature. 

Mr. Crerar has not disclaimed a 
willingness to compromise which 
would lead him and the movement he 
represents into the arms of Mr. Mac- 
Irenzie King. Let us ‘be frank about 
it. Mr. King is a protectionist with 
a leaning towards tariff for revenue. 
He will give the country as much 
protection as it needs, provided he is 
permitted to call it tariff for revenue. 
So will Mr. Crerar, provided he is al- 
lowed to salve his conscience on the 
plea that the principle of Free Trade 
is sound but that in present economic 
conditions it cannot be applied. 

The tariff is not an issue in this 
‘campaign. It is assuredly not an issue 
in the mouth of the Progressive leader 
and yet he has talked about very lit- 
tle else. One hundred years of econ- 
omic and political progress have pase- 
ed unheeded over his head. He is 
warming his pallid hands at the dead 
ashes of a fire one hundred years old. 
which is a strange position for the 
leader of a Progressive movement. 

Mr. Mackenzie King is against the 
public ownership of the national rail- 
ways. He leads nothing but the mot- 
ley group of politicians and financiers 
who, getting control of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, dragged the country into this 
ghastly politico-financial embroglio. 
Now these politicians have at least the 
grace to pe afraid of their own capa- 
city to remedy the results of their 
own action. They are willing to ex- 
ploit the resources of the country, but 
they are unwilling to shoulder the 
burden of their conversation in a 
tight corner. 

Mr. Crerar declares for public own 
erehip of the national railways, but 
both he and Mr. King have so obscur- 
e] the question of policy, on which 
the statement of the present govern- 
ment is adequate, ‘with an attack on 
the administration of the railways 
that the people have no guarantee that 
they will not unite to thrust a 
knife into the country’s best hope otf 
speedy and prosperous reconstruction 

Mr. Crerar is either dragging the 
Progressive movement back into the 
ohscurities of partizan politics, or the 
Progressive movement {is itself only 
the outcome of a vague unrest and

dissatisfaction with conditions as they 
are. There is either no Progressive 
movement in any valid sense, or if 
there is, Mr. Crerar is not its true 
leader ang exponent. 

He has no lieutenant. There is not 
one name that has emerged besides 
his own except that of Mr. Wood, of 
Alberta, and between Mr. Crerar and 
Mr. Wood there is very little sympathy 
in habit of thought or policy. 

What have the people bf Canada to 
hope from the success of such a 
movement? 
be expected to give the country a lead 
in the serious difficulties in which it 
finds itself. It is all very well to float 
like a cork on a strong stream of popu- 
lar emotion. It is an easy and popular 
course. But true lovers of the coun- 
try will take thought that a strong 
streams calls for prudent navigation 
and a powerful hand upon the steer- 
ing oar, with a view to broken water 
further along.

AN ECONOMICAL 
ADMINISTRATION 
In his campaign’ speeches, Sir 


Henry Drayton has been giving able 
expositions of the financial situation 
of Canada, in refutation of charges of 
extravagance levelled at the govern- 
ment by the opposition leaders. While 
the cost of running the government, 
like the cost of any other business, 
rose materially during the war and in 
the years immediately succeeding ite 
close, the country would have been 
able to pay off its debt in the last sev- 
en years by the immense sum _ of 
$115,000,000, had it not been for the 
war expenditure. It had, however, 
paid out of current revenues $682,- 
000,000 of the amount required for 
pensions and other expenses arising 
out of the war. The increase in the 
expenditures of the Dominion in 1920- 
21 over 191415 had ‘been only 21 per 
cent., as compared with Quebec’s 56 
per cent., New Brunswick's 99 per 
cent. and Ontario’s 119 per cent. 

The finance _minister declared that 
the Government feared nothing on 
this issue.

AN APPEAL TO REASON 
BY HON. R. B, BENNETT 


Minister of Justice Delivers Convince- 
ing Addresses at Innisfall and La- 
combe in Support of J. F. Day's 
Candidature.

Every place reficcts the re-actions of 
war. Such a condition is inevitable 
when the nervous tension suddenly 
endg, and it manifests itself by resent- 
ment against authority and hostility 
to governments. ‘History relates that 
after the Napoleonic twars thousands 
gathered in Hyde Park and elsewhere 
listening to scores of soap box 

orators. 

By yellow press articles, by denun- 
Giation of governments, and by play- 
ing on the economic straits of the na- 
tion, some have sought to inflame pub- 
lic passion. Despite all this, Canada 
is better off today than any other 
nation in the world. In their quest 
for new ways and ideals, men are re- 
flecting the re-actions of war. 


The co-called Progressive party is a 
re-action of war, and is one of the 
-isms resulting from the ‘war. At the 
end of the last century there was such 
a movement in the United States. 
Theodore Roosevelt headed a similar 
party, but it had its day and ceased to 
be. Thé Patrons of Industry in On- 
tario made such a move a few years 
ago. There is nothing new in its 
ideals; it only happens now as an in- 
cident of reconstruction, 

When the Progressives say that 
they and they only have all the vir- 
tues, ordained as the saviours of the 
world, they are expressing the 
emotional re-actions of the war. The 
movement is at the zenith of its 
power:now; it was inevitable that it 
should come, and accounts for the 
fact that there are three ‘parties in 
this campaign instead of two. 

This election is remarkable for the 
new political affiliations. The rem- 
nant of the Liberal party has ceased 
to function as an English-speaking par- 
ty. The McKenzie King policy of dis- 
ruption is wrecking the foundations 
and hopes of the once great political 
power. Thoughtful Canadians now re- 
gard parties as mtre names, they are 
interested in men and policies. 

In the new party has assembled all 
who are “agin the government.” In 
West Calgary a lawyer like myself is 
running as the Farmer-Labor candi- 
date. The farmer trying to sell his 
produce at the highest price and get 
his labor at the lowest possbile price: 
labor trying to get his produce at the 
lowest possible price and get the high- 
est price for his work. Playing the 
part of Dr. Jeckyl and Mr. Hyde, this 
Lawyer-Farmer-Labor appeals to the 
people despite the fact that the Far- 
mers’ Sun bemoans that the farmers 
are ground between the capitalists on 
the one hand and labor on the other. 
All the isms have gathered together 
in this new movement. 

The new Moses might well contem- 
plate the fate of the old Moses’ who 
wandered 40 years in the desert till 
the bones of his followers bleached 
and never saw the Promised Land. 

The isolation of the King party is 
illustrated By the fact in the last 
general election it carried 63 out of 
65 seats in one province and very few 
elsewhere. And the gentleman sup- 
porting Mr. King now in this constitu- 
ency lost his deposit twice supporting 
Sir Wilfrid on that occasion. 

The Union government was formed 
in 1917 to give effect 'to a necessary 
law. Some time after the war had 
ended, Sir Robert Borden resigned, 
and Arthur Meighen accepted the 
leadership of the National Liberal and 
Conservative party, the natural  out- 
growth of the Union government. 

Arthur Meighen is without a_ peer, 
intellectually, among all the premiers 
that Canada has had. His achieve- 
ment in assuming the post of Prime 
Minister of Canada within twelve 
years of the time he first went back to 
the east to present the views of West- 
ern Canada, is an encouragement to 
all young Canadians. He is a man of 
high tourage. fearless, and holding 
strong convictions. He has given un- 
remitting service during the recent 
trying years. 

In England, this year, Hon. Arthur 
Meighen won the admiration of men 
throughout the world. The Literary 
Digest now points to the fact that the 
Disarmament Conference owes its 
Genesis to Arthur Meighen. 

The Premier would have preferred 
waiting for the results of the census, 
holding a short session, granting Te- 
distribution, and then appealing to 
the country, but McKenzie King fore- 
ed his hand. The census is not com- 
plete yet. The Premier now asks for 
a mandate from the people of Ganada 
to carry on. 

Mackenzie King says that the Pre- 
mier is a usurper and an autocrat. If 
all the great prime ministers who have 
conducted the affairs of nations in 
the past with the approval of parlia- 
ment, are usurpers, Mr. ‘Meighen — is 
one. If the advocacy of the same pol- 
icy from ocean to ocean constitutes an 
autocrat, then our prime minister is 
one in presenting his all-Canadian 
policy, the same in the east as in the 
west. For this policy we offer no 
apologies. We realize that we are 
not wiser than all the world, and have 
no special mission to save mankind. 
While we have our unemployed, it is 
less than in other countries. 

By common consent of all mankind, 
except King and Crerar, there is only 
one instrument with which nations 
can defend themselves in the <indus- 
trial war, and that is the thing we call 
the tariff. Australia’s Labor govern- 
ment has discovered that the tariff is 
the only remedy. They used to buy 
their implements from us until they 
resolved that they would build their 
own factories and manufacture their

NO INCREASE IN RURAL 
“TELEPHONES 


Mr. G. W. Smith, M.P.P., and Mr. 
Jas. McKechnie interviewed the Min- 
ister of Railways and Telephones, Hon. 
Vernon W. Smith, at Edmonton Thurs- 
day, with a view of getting out tele- 
phone poles for the Department in 
the Rocky Mountain House district. 
The settlers depended a good deal on 
their winter work in the lumber, tie, 
and pole camps to see them through, 
and the outlook was not of the best 
this winter. The Minister was sin- 
cerely sorry that he was not able to 
help them in this way this winter. | 
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When he took charge, he found that 
the Department had over 300,000 poles 
scatttered all over the province, enough 
tofkeep them going for three years if 


they used poles at the same rate asin 


the heavy constructive year of 1921. 
The cost of these poles at the high 
prfces was over a million dollars, and 
the quality of the poles had = ser- 
jously deteriorated by their being 
bought so far in advance of the likely 
needs of the Department. 

Hon. Mr. Smith also took occasion 
to set at rest the story that he had 
said there would be an increase’ in 
rural telephone rates. There was no 
such intention on his part, at least so 
far as the years 1921 and 1922 were 
concerned. He was facing the need of 
some plan of building up a sinking 
fund for the telephone system, and 
had discussed several ideas with his 
officers, but they had come to’ no con- 
clusion on the matter as yet. The 
farmers could rest assured, however, 
that there would be ho increase for 
1922,

Those who were in close touch with 
the situation, and who knew what was 
being done to bring about operating 
economies, could see well in advance, 
that a continuation of these measures, 
with the usual increases in volume of 
traffic, would bring the lines together, 
and that with the seasonal crop 
movement, they should cross.

Now many Canadians know that 
Kazubazua is situated in one of the 
most beautiful sections of the Gati- 
neau district, that the word, far 
lat pels me with humourous in- 

- Tent, is of Indian origin, meanin 
“hidden river,” which is deacriptive. 
ly accurate of the Gatineau at this 
point? Very few, it is to be feared. 

It takes the sportsman to prick 
up his ears at the mention of the 
name. For he will probably know 
that near Kazubazua lies one of the 
finest trout streams in the province, 
and that it forms the base of many 
famous hunting expeditions. 

otable among these were the 
two trips which have given the Gati- 
neau a staunch friend in Rex Beach, 
who claims “to have hunted over 
thousands of miles of country with- 
out finding anything that could 
touch the Kazubazua region. 

‘To Conn Teeple, a resident of 
Kazubazua and the most renowned 
of Gatineau guides, a measure of 
Mr. Beach's enjoyment and success 
is certainly due. 

Teep!e, a spare, wiry man who 
does not Jook his age—whatever it 
is!—has “called” moose for many ‘a 
hunter, but save for, bears, whose 
Skins adorn his home, he does not 
care “fer killin’.” 

“He’s an awful dear man,” said 6 
neighbour of his one day, and when 
pressed to give a reason for Mr.
